Fatal Accidents During Holidays 


Too much speed is inyolyed 
in seven out of ten fatal traf- 
lic accidents on holidays, al- 
though it is a factor in less 
than four out of ten fatal mis- 
haps the remainder of the year, 
according to figures recently 
released by the National Saf- 
ety Council. 

In a special study of holiday 
accidents, the Council lists 
eight principal . circumstances 
of traffic accidents last Labor 
Day, when 435 persons were 
killed. 

1. Speed was a factor in 71 
percent of the accidents. 

2, Drinking was a factor in 
nearly half the accidents. 

3. Accidents were most fre- 
quent early in the week-end. 

4. Accidents were most fre- 
quent during the evening hours. 

5. Non- collision accidents 
were the most frequent type. 

6. Eighty-two per cent of the 
accidents occurred in rural 
areas. 

7. Single driver 
were most frequent. 

8. Victims were usually the 
drivers. 

The facts show that the most 
dangerous period of holiday 
travel is while en route to holi- 
day destination rather than 
on the trip home. 

Colonel Bill Lyerly, Director, 
Department of Public Safety, 
points out the fact that these 
figures give a clear picture of 
what occurred on the streets 
and highways of the state and 
nation during the 1956 Labor 
Day week-end. Colonel Lyerly 
Says even though traffic has 
increased, we have had less 
traffic deaths on our higlways 
this: year. 

Gives Basic Rules 

Colonel Lyerly says that this 
Labor Day week-end will be 
our Jast major holiday prriod 
of the summer. Most people 
will be driving during this per- 
iod. He says we will all be safer 
during this holiday period, if 
we will remember these basic 
traffice rules. 

1. Remember uncontrolled 
speed and horsepower kills. 

2. Start early and don’t hur-

3. Obey legal speed limits. 

4. Avoid abrupt stops and 
turns and don’t take chances 
in passing. 

5. Keep your mind on your 
driving and expect the: unex- 
pected from the other fellow.

Montgomery-—Alabama water- 
fowl hunters will be allowed 
to take one wood duck per day 
during seasons announced here 
today by the Alabama Depart- 
ment af Conservation 

All other duck, goose, a 
coot seasons and bag limits re- 
main the same during 1957-58 
as last year, with seventy full 
days hunting to be allowed on 
these species, 

Shooting hours will be the 
Same as last year for all water- 
fowl, continuing each day from 
one-half hour before sunrise 
to one-half hour before sunset. 

Season dates and bag limits 
are: 

Ducks and mergansers, four 
a day in aggregate of all spec- 
ies, or eight in possession (not 
ti include more than one hood 
ed ferganser in posses«ion at 
any one time). Hunting from 
Nov. 7 through Jan, 15. 

Wood duck, 1 a day in pos- 
session, Nov. 7-Jan. 15 Last 
year there was ‘no open season 
on d ducks. , 

Geese and brant, five a day 
or five in possession, including 
in such two Canada geese or 
two white-fronted geese on one 
of each, Hunting from Novy, 7 
through Jan 15, 

Coot, 10 a day or in possess- 
ion, Nov. 7 through Jan 16. 

Rails and Gallinules, 15 a day 
or in possession, Nov. 7 through 
Jan. 10, 

Sora, 25 a day or in possess- 
ion, Nov. 7 through Jan. 10. 

Wilson snipe or Jacksnipe, 
eight a day or in possession, 
Dec, 17 through Jan. 15. 
Woodcock, four a day or eight
